25.—Developments 
yesterday indicate that Bulgaria Is 
not only struggling to crush a com­ 
munist-agrarian revolution of wide 
ramification 
but, 
according to the 
government authorities is menaced 
on her borders by foreign forces pre­ 
pared to seize the opportunity to in­ 
tervene on the pretext of putting a 
speedy end to Bulgaria’s internal dis­ 
orders. 
Premier Zankoff called on 
the ministers of the foreign govern­ 
ments and notified them that there 
were 50,000 foreign troops on the Bul­ 
garian frontier. 
One of the points of concentration 
is the town of Tsaribrod, the Bul­ 
garian fortress, which the treaty of 
Neuilly gave to Jugo Slavia. 
With such a concentration center­ 
ing on Tsaribrod foreign military au­ 
thorities here point out that it would 
be possible for Sofia to fall into Ser­ 
bian hands within 24 hours. 
It is understood that the foreign 
ministers friendly to Bulgaria have 
transmitted to their governments the 
information given them by the Bul­ 
garian war department through Pre­ 
mier Zankoff. 
To meet the double danger whcih 
the situation holds, King Boris has 
signed a decree of martial law which 
is ready for instant promulgation in 
case of necessity.

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A man sober enough to sit at the 
wheel realizes the risk involved in driving 
a car when all the senses are not normal 
and alert. 
He must be certain, since evi-i 
dence is so abundant, that a drunken driver 
is likely to cause loss of life and destruct 
tion of property. 
Therefore the very act r 
of driving becomes a crime on the part of 
such a person. 
The question of penalty is 
complex. 
Sending the homicidal driver to prison 
may to a certain small extent promote pub­ 
lic safety, but it mends no 
bones. 
Per­ 
haps it would be a wiser plan to hold him 
financially responsible 
for 
all 
damage 
done. Let him pay the bills of doctor and 
undertaker, and support any dependents 
who may have 
been 
rendered 
helpless 
through his act. 
Of course it is a mere 
matter of justice that he pay for repairs, or 
even replace a destroyed machine. 
These deplorable accidents will continue 
to occur until a preventive has been devis­ 
ed. 
The preventive that comes to mind is 
that of applying the 
law 
that 
defines 
drunken driving as a felony, quite regard­ 
less of whether it leads to disaster, or only 
creates the 
likelihood 
of disaster. 
A 
drunken driver is not an uncommon spec­ 
tacle. 
The type should not only be made 
rare but extinct.

TIMELY TOPICS AT 
SWEET SPRINGS 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 25.—Chauncey 
Ives Filey, civil war Mayor of S t 
Louis, 
later 
Postmaster 
and 
for 
more than thirty years a dominant 
figure in Republican political life in 
Missouri, died yesterday morning at 
the home of a friend in Overland, 
Mo., at 10:45 o’clock. 
Filley was 93 years old and until a 
few months ago possessed rem ark­ 
able vigor. Although ne retired from 
active particrj*ation in politics and 
public affairs several years ago, his 
interest in political campagna and 
candidates and party issues never 
waned. 
His political career began with his 
election as Mayor of St. Louis in 
1863 on the Republican Emancipa­ 
tion ticket. He was an ardent union­ 
ist, and that lead ta his nomination 
by that group. 
He immediacy sprang into promi­ 
nence as a leader of the Republican J 
party, and was one of the men who 
directed its destinies 
in 
Missouri I 
during reconstruction days following 
the war. 
Filley was delegate-at-large to the 
Republican 
National 
Convention 
which nominated Lincoln in 1864, 
and was presidential elector on the 
Grant ticket in 1868. 
After that he 
was a delegate to every Republican 
national convention up to and includ 
ing 1896, when William McKinley 
was nominated.
